MIAMI (I PI) — Doctors 
conducting a mass test w ith 
the Cox oral polio vaccine 
here reported “ fantastic” 
success today. 
On the basis of the first few 


before • and - after blood samples 
from persons vaccinated, the co­ 
directors of the test said the vac­ 
cine provided 91 per cent overall 
immunity against the three types 
o.' polio.

The doctors were so optimistic 


they predicted that none of the 
estimated 350.000 persons to drink 
the vaccine here will contact po­ 
lio * 


“ Since the results in practice 
In the community are always bet­ 
ter than results in the laboratory. 
we shouldn't see any polio in the 
people who have taken this vac­ 
cine.'' said co-director Dr. M. Eu­ 
gene Pl ipse.

or need in any form strike home 
in the family ot the unfaithful, 
they are generally the first lo 
expect the Church to offer all 
its resources to them, and the 
most 
loudly 
critical 
if 
the 
Church fails to live up to what 
it professes to be. 


Jesus* words also serve to re­ 


mind me, however, that He is 


talking to me, too. There was 


no word of cynicism or sar­ 
casm spoken from His Cross. 


He responded in love and humil­ 
ity to the inlidelity of the peo­ 


ple He (ame to save. Had He 


responded to them 
they re­ 
sponded to Him, He would not 
have been able to save them. 
And this is, perhaps, the hard­ 
est part to bear and uphold in 
this matter of taking up one s 
personal 
cross 
and 
following 
Christ. 
But this is precisely the heart 
of tho message of Easter Sun­ 
day, isn t it? The central con­ 
cern of the life and ministry of 
Christ was with what a man 
is, and as a result of what 
a man is. what he does. And 
Christ lived out that 
concept 
to its highest and greatest pas­ 
sible conclusion. 
Therefore. I must preach to 
myself first, and then to all oth­ 
ers. that only the eternal values 
of humility, love. and patience 
can lead to the Easter of eternal 
life 
Rufus Jones, whose life on 
this earth was an outstanding ex­ 
ample of living by eternal val­ 
ues, tells the story of a man 
who met a little girl while trav­ 
eling by train across country. 
“ ‘I wish we would never reach 
the old city.* the girl said; I 
hate to get there.* When she 
was asked why she felt so. it 
appeared that she was moving 
with her motlier to a new home 
and she 
had 
overheard 
her 
mother say that it was too bad 
for her little girl to leave school 


where she had just learned her • 
alphabet, 
for now she would * 
have to begin all over again.* - 
The little girl took that to 
mean 
that she would have 
to * 
learn 
a new alphabet in 
the • 
new town and that the old alpha- * 
bet she had painfully learned 
would be of no more use 
The 
man 
kindly explained to her , 
that he had often been to the 
city where she was going, and 
that they all used the same 
alphabet she had just learned 
and that she could go right on 
from where she had left off in 
her old school.” 
The point is that 
there are 
some things that last "from this 
world to the next ” The ultimate 
tragedy of life is that so many 
people fail to grasp in this life 
the eternal values that make 
eternal life a thing of hope and 
promise rather than a fearsome 
prospect. 
The ultimate enjoy­ 
ment of this life can come only 
to those who enjoy living by 
eternal values now and who look 
forward with faith, not fear, to - 
the eternal Easter of the next * 
life. 
Let the conclusion of the mat- * 
tor rest in the lovely words and ' 
truth of this Lenten hymn: 
Lord, who throughout these * 
forty days. 
For us didst fast and pray. 
Teach us with Thee to mourn ! 
our sins, 
And close by Thee to stay. 
Abide with us. that so, this
